extraordinary doctrine. I only refer to it in the hore 
that you will grant me space for an attempt to offer a 


‘solution of this problem. The Church, in my opinion, 


clearly enowgh the absurdity and wickedness of 
this doctrine. I cannot form so low an estimate of her 
shrewdness as to believe that she cannot see what the 
dullest capacity cannot help perceiving. Hers, indeed, 
is the shrewdness of that lawyer who was ready to drive 
a catriage and six through any Act of Parliament, how- 
ever carefally worded, as she has shown a handred 
times by her treatment of the Bible whenever any 
divine injunction did not suit her taste or shocked her 
prejudices. She is the true heiress to the 49 modes of 

‘interpretation which the ancient rabbis vindicated for 
the Law. She has at her command the literal, the 
- figurative, the typical, ideological, and a number 
of other methods for ringing the changes, explaining, 
and, if need there be, for explaining away the clearest 
passage in Scripture. She therefore does perceive 
clearly enough the difficulties involved in the doctrine 
commented upon, only that this preception does not 
help her out of the dilemma in which she finds herself. 
Her ingenuity would not experience the slightest diffi- 
culty in explaining away the expressions in the Gospel, 
which seem to imply the eternity of punishment, only 


that by her doing so she would jeopardise the whole. 


artificial system of her creeds. If a wicked soul which 
neglected, while in this world, to obtain forgiveness for

A FEW WORDS ON RENAN’S “VIE DE 


| JESUS.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

‘Tn setting purity of heart above purification by 
practices or’ ceremonials, Jesus was the first revolu. 
tionist, says M. Renan. What, is not the inculcation 
of inner sanctity the golden thread, as it were, that runs 
through the Jewish Scriptares, from the Pentateuch to 
Malachi? And has Jesus dwelt more emphatically upon 
the hypocrisy of works without purity of sentiment than 
Isaiah? But, of course, Renan had set himself a task, 
and to its sccomplistment truth must necessarily be 
sacrificed. That, to my mind at least, he has notwith- 
standing failed to accomplish it, is his misfortuxe, not 
his fault. And what was the task? Evidently, Jn the 
first place, to make Jesus out to have been nothing but 


a man, but, in the second place, to make us believe him | 


to have been a great man. Now, I candidly and ho- 
nestly own, on setting about reading his book, I di- 
vested my mind of all preconceived notions and pre- 
judices, and was thus prepared to receive any fresh 
impression he might have chosen to convey. But, for 
the life of me, I could not discover throughout the four 
hundred and odd elegantly-printed pages of the book 
any one instance from which to infer Jesus’s greatness. 
Vegue and hollow declamations, biscless assertions, 


reminding one very strongly of that style of building. 


poor Thackeray used to call florid arehitecture, and to 
be sure as easily exploded or upset, but nought beyond 
such unmeaning and valueless rhetoric as [ have already 
indicated. A great man, I reiterate, he has not suc- 
ceeded in proving him to have been; what he has suc- 
ceeded in is, to have fixed on bim the character of—I 
beg my Christian readers’ pardon. for speaking out thus 
freely—-a presumptuous ignoramus and an impostor to 
boot. Such, and none other, is the impression which 
that great sensation novel of the eradite scientific 
scholar, so unaccountably rewarded by the sphinx of 
the Tuileries, has produced on my mind. Have I 
misinterpreted Renan’s meaning? Surely his diction 
has at least that of lucidity, if it have no other good 
quality. Not his language--which he wields with an 
undoubted, and perhafs fatal mastery—is at faa't, but 
his matter and his motives are to blame. Let the 
unbiased reader judge between him and me. In page 
169, we are told, Jesu® despised work. ‘* Serve only 
your master,” he said to the poor, simple-tuinded Gali- 
leans, *‘for whom nature, in her bountiful luxuriance, 
provided amply enough to satisfy their simple wants,’ 
Is thac a religion, I ask, for ‘“Vhumaunité?” How much 
vetter and mere adapted is the religion which en- 
joins on us to “ work six days,” makes God Himself 
a workman (‘for in six days He made heaven anid

After a fatiguing journey of some eight days he 
arrived at Morocco. Here, my Lord Mayor, he and 


his suite were. by command of the Emperor, lodged,

Having received assurances that his Majesty the 
Emperor would receive him, he waited for a tew days ; 
and I will, with the permission of the Court, read a 
short account given by himself of his reception by the 
Kmperor: ‘A quarter of an hour’s ride brought us to 
the gates opening upon an avenue leading to the court- 
yard, or open space before the palace. ‘This avenue, 
which is of very considerable length, was lined on 
both sides by infantry troops of great variety of hue aud 
accoutrements; they were standing in closely serried 
ranks, and we must have passed several hundreds before 
emerging into the open plain. Here a magnificent sight 
opened upon us; we beheld in every direction masses 
of troops, consisting of cavalry and foot soldiers. [ 
should estimate the total number assembled on this 
occasion at not less than six thousand. We went for- 
ward some little distance into the plain and saw ap- 
proaching us the Oozir, the Grand Chamberlain, and 
other dignitaries of the court, [ descended from 
my vehicle, and my companions alighted from their 
steeds to meet them. We were cordially welcomed. 


We arranged ourselves in a line to await the appearance 


of the Sultan; this was preceded by a string of led 
white horsesand the Sultan’s carriage covered with 
green cloth. His Majesty’s approach was announce by 
a flourish of trumpets. Then His Majesty appeared 
mounted on a superb white charger, the spirited move- 
ments of which were controlled by him with consum- 
mate skill. The ‘colour of the charger iadicated that 
we were welcomed with the highest distinction. ‘The 
countenance of his Majesty is expressive of great

equal standard to the deeds of the Jew and the Ro- 
man Catholic, the Englishman and the foreigner, thie 
hero of peace and the hero cf war. The Court of 
Common Council has thus created in the public mind 
an association which cannot but be most gratifying to 
the Jewish body. And for this, and still more for the 
eraceful manner in which this body received the 
motion, gave it the force of a resolution, and thereby 
imparted a new impetus to the advancement_of civil 
and religious liberty, the Jewish community cannot 
but feel the deepest gratitude.
